Plymouth, Dec. 81.— An offli-er i 
Hamburg steamer Gellert gives the foll.iw- 
tag particulars concerning the Celtic Tim 
Celtic's main shaft broke Ikwember lu, 
when one day out from New York. Tin 
wind, which was blowing very high at th« 
time, prevented her return, and the voyage 
was continued under sail. On the morn- 
ing of December W she was sighted by tha 
(iellert. The Purser of the Celtic boar led 
the Uellert and requested Captain Kublu- 
wein to tow the Celtic Captain Kuldewein 
itwilnlMfl thai the state of weather rendered 
the towing of the Celtic imiK.ssible. He 
ottered to remove the Celtic's pasM-n^er* 
and mails to the UelJ.rt, if on t'te return 
of the Purser of the Celtic io 
his vessel, he would indicate by showing 
blue lights and tiring na-kets that the rap 
tain of the Celtic desired the transfer. 
Soon after the purser reached his vessel, 
rockets were tired from tbe Celtic, but as 
no blue light* were shown the Uellert pro- 
ceeded witnoitt further comniuuicatioit. A 
very heavy sea was running at the time,' 
and the gale, which was accompanied by a 
blin-'ing snow-storm, was increasing In vio- 

The Lloyds state that the Oellert left tha 
Celtic in the track of uom ward steamers, 
and that she was perfectly safe and sea- 
worthy. 

London, Dec. :il. -before the (Iellert 
brought the welcome news of the safety of 
the Celtic, the utmost anxiety prevailed re- 
garding the latter vessel. The schooner 
Rpeelmdi from Halifax, and the brigatitina

The disadvantages of this 
yard are commented on as follows: "From 
a depth of twenty-eight or twenty-nine 
feet of water, off Coney Island, the dis- 
tance to the yard is about eight and three- 
quarters mllea. That depth of water ad- 
mits the approach of iron cladj of the 
heaviest draft, and the dManoe is with- 
in range of the modern guns of 
high power. The proiimilsy of this yard 
to the sea might furnish a pretext to a hos- 
tile fleet to open fire upon the city, to the 
destruction of all public and private build- 
ings in ita neighborhood, hence it is too 
near the sea. As we have no fortifications 
capable of keeping out a resolute enemy, 
this yard would fall an easy prey to a llect 
that had run the pass of the Narrows.''

The Commission in concluding their re- 
port, and, lu answer to that portion of the 
act under which they were appointed, 
Which requires thein to report on any other 
lacts which may he deemed useful or ad- 
visable in regard to our navy yards, says 
"The most prominent facts Which have 
jfore the notice or your Commls- 
in connection with this subject, 
are: The want of a proper oigunim- 
tlon of the working forces of the 
navy yard; the multiplicity of shops 
of the same class; the diffusion of 
work over an unnecessarily extended area, 
the want of uniformity in the transacting 
of business, and tho objectionable method 
of keeping ac.-ounts. No reflection upon 
indWidjals I, intended, as these evils are 
the result of a radically defective system. 
True economy, therefore, would be reached, 
not by selling any of the. navy yards, but 
by remodeling our system of naval admin- 
istration and placing it upon such a sound 
basis that the Government may receive an 
an adequate return for the liberal sums an- 
nually voted for the maintenance of the 
navy.
